While the situation pertaining 
to the immigration problem have 
been dealt with through the 
offices of Thomas Magee and the 
city relief bureau during the past 
48 hours, the problem is one that 
is taxing the ingenuity of both 
provincal and civic executives.

Hon. George Hoadley acting pre- 
mier and minister of agriculture, 
has wired to immigration officials 
in the East protesting against the 
dumping of immigrants in Alberta 
before the time is ready for their ab- 
sorption. 

Mayor Bury resents that the City 
of Edmonton should be placed in a 
wrong Nght by the dumping of im- 


migrants, irrespective of whether 
work awaits them or not. “We can- 
not allow penniless men to walk the 
streets and be subject to arrest un- 
der the vagrancy regulations, and I 
have instructed the police to ascer- 
tain before making arrests whether 
the suspects are immigrants. It is 
difficult to apply-the same laws to 
persons unfamiliar with the laws of 
the country, without first affording 
an opportunity of correcting any fl- 
lusions they might have" the Mayor 
explained. ~

A little competi- 
tion in cutting down the overhead would be 
welcomed by the taxpayers of the world. 


The National and the E. D. & B. 0. 

Premier Brownlee wants the National rail- 
ways to take over the E. D. and B. C. system. 
That would be the logical disposition to make 


of the north-western lines, and would be a good 
deal for the province and for the people in the 
Peace River country. The only difficulty will ! 
be to persuade Sir Henry Thornton that it 
would also be a good deal for the National ; 
system. 

It does not look as though the prospect of 
making a sale to the National had been im- 
proved any by the action of the Provincial 
Government in taking over the E. D. and B. C. 
system and making the exclusive traffic ar-| 
rangement with the National. That having| 
been done, the National now gets the benefit of 
E. D. and B. C. traffic quite as fully as though 
it owned the lines, while the province has to 
stand the cost of mai ing them and the 
risk of operating them.

The Civic Finances. 

The annual report for 1926 shows that the 
finances of the city have been set thoroughly 
in order, that sinking fund payments are being 
met in full, that considerable extensions to the 
plants of the telephone system and the power 
house are being made out of earnings, and that 
the general indebtedness of the city was cut 
down by more than half a million dollars. 

It was noted the other day that taxes are 
being paid in this year more freely than a year 
} ago; more freely than for many years past. 

There is a relation between the restoration of 
order in the civic finances and the prompt 
payment of taxes. Edmonton tax-poyers have 
stood by the city loyally, else the restoration 
could not have been made; and the fact that 
the finances have been stabilized will make tax- 
payers better able to pay and more willing to 


pay.

So far as Canada {is concerned, 
1927 ought to be a very important 
year in the ‘history of lacrosse. In 
the firat place, the Dominion 1s cele- 
brating the Diamond Jubilee of Con- 
federation, and in the Second place 
the best m producen in the coun- 
try during’ the ‘coming summer will 
represent Canada: at the Olympic 
Games in 1928. Thede.two incentives 
ougkt to combine to put a fresh vi- 
tality into the National .Game. 

Tt is,because lacrosse has*been re- 
garded for nearly sixty years as the 
national’ summer pastime “of Canada 


that the «observance of .the jubilee ae 


Posseases a apecial nificance ‘for 
lacrosse players. Just after the Brit- 
ish-American”’,, colonies; “‘acattered 
right. acrosa*the continent, came to- 
wether in. 1867 to form a‘ new ne- 
tion, Dr. Géorge Beer of Montreal, 
a fine athieté-and ‘a great lacrosse 
enthusiast, euggésted that lacrosse 
would make-an appropriate national 
game. It was the only. case on rece 
ord of a game invented. by the ab- 
orgines being adopted and civilized 
by the whiteman who came into 
the land to possess !t. Lacrosse, un- 
der numerous Indian ‘names, belong- 
ed to the-so{l of the-country, and it 
was the French—the firet white Can- 
adiana—who gave it the name by 
which it ie now cajied! they noticed 
that the stick used in/fte game bore 
a. marked resemblance of the 
bishop's crozier. ee 
It Does, Suit "Em 

Also it ‘struck Dr. Beer that the 
vitality’ of. lacrosse made it*sult a 
northern people. There is no game 
under the sun, ao Lord Desborough 
and other sporting ‘experta have 
pointed out,.that calle for a more 
highly developed “manhood; 
quires etrength and physical ‘fitness, 
skill and self-control to a very high 
degree. All these things remain just 
as true of lacrosse today as they 
were sixty years ago, and it ought 
to stimulate Canadians to be remind- 
ed of the fact at this time. 

Then, there seems to be a possi- 
bility that the supremacy of Canada 
In lacrosse may be challenged at the 
Olympic Games‘in 1928. It hag al- 
ways, up to now, been taken for 
granted that nobody could play la- 


crogee quite as well as the men of, 


the Dominion. Whenever there was 
an international contest, the Can- 
adians always won with ease. It is 
more than half a century aince the 
game was taken up in England and 
Australia, but they*have never been 
able'to compete with the young men 
of our own country, One reason was 
that they were content to ‘continue 
playing the game as they had learn- 
ed it while the Canadians grew con- 
etantly more expert and invented 
many new wrinkles for improving 
their technique. However, in the 
years eince the war, the young men 
of the United States have taken la- 
crosse to their hearts, and with their 
usual efficiency, they are doing it 

ell. In recent years, some of the 
Last-known ‘players in Canada have 
been coaching American. college 
teams and teaching them all the 
tricks by which games are won. The 
next Olympic Gameg wif provide the 
first opportunity for testing Canad- 
fan veraue American players. It ‘fa 
true that the University of Toronto 
team makes an annual excursion 
among the colleges of ‘the United 
States, but these friendly games are 
not quite like test matches. Just as 
our cousins acrose the line have been 
the only hockey players to challenge 
the Canadiana in the Olympics, eo it 
appears that the tiine hag come when 
they will be ottr serious rivals in la- 


| crosse as well. That is another reason 


why the coming season ought to be
